Genernl Rrooke lnllﬂl to Washington
for Conference=Informontion
from Colonel Kennomn,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 156, —General Brooke
will be ealled to Washington to consult
with Seorstary Roeot concerning affales in
Cubn. The secretary deslres to have the
bhenefit of General Hrooke's knowledge of
the sltuation on the island before he reaches
any concluslioy as to a future policy for
Cuba, No date has been fixed for General
Brooke's vieit, but 1t will no doubt be gov-
erned by the developments in the situation
and before the secretary begins his anoual
report to the president,

Colonel Kennca of the Thirty-fourth In-
fantry, recently appointed, but  who has
been on duty at Havapa as assistant ad-
Jutant general, hnd & long conference with
Secretnry Root today. Colonel Kennon eo
impressed President MceKinley with the in-
formatlon he brought from Havann that the
president thought It advisable he should
talk with Secretary Root. Colonel Kennon
assurod both the president and Seoretary
oot that the course. which General Brooke
wis pursulng met with general approval and
was of that careful and conservative nature
requited by the conditiops In the |sland.
It wiek neecessary to make radical changes,
but the polley of the general has heon to
make the old fit the new with ns Iittle frie-
tion ns possible,

As to elegtlons In Cubn, Colonel Kennon
told the secretary that he thought the time
wis still somewhat distant when they could
be held to advaniage. By a provision In
the pence treaty the Spanish residents In
the island were given one year from the
date of exchange of ratifications in which
to declare thelr preference as to citizen-
ship,

Elactlons could not be held, he said,
after the year elapsed in justice to this
olnss.  The desirability of leaving the mats
ter open was apparent, sald  Colonel Ken-
non, because a large proporilon of the
property was owned by Spanish subjeots and
if It could be demonstrated to them that
thelr Interests were In becoming Cuban elti-
rens It would be better for the fulure of
the island.

Colomel Kennon sald that the people of
Cuba were f(ast voming to the conclusion
that the |nterests of all would bhe best
subserved by these people accepting Cuban
citizenship and by Spanfards and Cubans
acting In barmony, and while they do not
mix well al present the feeling of Irrlia
tion I8 wearing away. The matter of suf-
frage is one Colonel Kennon said which
must be carefully consldered. The disad-
vantages which the great proportion of the
people have been under and which have
prevented them from belng educated will
make it extremely bagardous to granl uni-
versal suffrage when the time comes for
holding an elootion,

Hecretary Root was very much gratifled
with the Information which Coelonel Ken-
non conveyed, The scoretary has been re-
celving a grodt mass of documents and Jdata
upon Cuba and Porto Rlco. Some of the
alleged facts are dlametrically oppoged to
each other and the secretary I8 not trying
to reconcile the differences and sift the

REMARKS CALL FORTH GENEROUS APPLAUSE

“Mebellion May Delay, hint Can Never
Defent Its Blessed Mission
of Liherty nnd
Humnanity."”

PLATTSDURG, N. Y., Aug. 15.-<I"realdent
MeKinley, accompanied by Private Seoretnry
Cortelyou, left the Hotel Champlain this
morning at a few minuies pant 11, o'¢lock
and were driven down to the suditorium on
the grounds of the Catholle Summer School
of America at ClHY Haven an Lake Cham-
plain.

A trlumphal arch of evergreenn Intorldoed
with American flnge bhad been erected af
the entrance Lo the grounda and the audi-
torlum  and many of the coltages on the
grounds had been gally decorated with fings
and bunting in bonor of the president's
visit. The road from the hotel to the sum-
mer school grounds was lined with people
anxlows to got n glimpse of the president,
An the president entered the auditorium the
spectators Arose and sang a4 song composed
for the occeasion and set to the music of
Doniretil's “El Puritanl.”

Rev. M. J. Lavelle, president of the Cath-
olic summer school, Introduced President
MeKinley, Father Lavelle's speech was
frequently Interrupted by hearty applaure,
and when, during the course of hls remarks,
he predicted that the “many milllons of
people recently brought under our protec-
torate would make American cltizens as
loyal, as sturdy and as true aa those that
are here today,” the audience cheered en-
thuslastically.

Applause s Voviferous.

As President McKinley arose the audience
applauded, cheered, waved Hfags, handker-
chiefs and parasols, untll he made a motion
for them to desist. He bad not Intended to
epenk, In [fact, this I8 the first jnvitatlon
to appedr in publle that he bas accepted
since he arrlved at the hotel. He drove to
the summor school grounds (oday because
the grounds are only half a mile from the
hotel and he wished to meet again the many
friends he met when he viaited the school
two years ago. But the warmth of the greet-
fng which was accorded evidently caused
him to change bis mind, He sald:

Father Lavelle, Members of the Catholic
Summer School, Ladies and Gentlemen:
had not Intended to say a word, but I can-
not sit In silence In the presence of this
splendid demonstration of your goodwill and
patriotism, 1 eanuot forbear to give expres-
glon to my very high appreéciation of the
graclous welcome you have given me here
today and the more than graclong words
of commendation uttered by yYonr president,
Whatever the goverament of the United
States bhas been able to accomplish sinee T
last met you here s because the hearts
of the people have been with the govern-
ment of the United States. Our patriotism
is neither sectional nor sectaclan.

Loyal Above All Elne,

Other clerks
having rooms at the house whidre he lved
bave been guarantined and thelr effects
fumigated. The total number of cases of
yvellow fever reported In Havapa thls year
Is thirty-six, of which only twelve have
proved fatal.
